Other- 
wise, even though an agreement may 
be made, it might create an unpleasant 
feeling and defeat its purpose. 

“There is another point—when you 
think about the sacrifice made by the 
nations represented here, it seems 
clear that the degree of sacrifice is 
very great for Japan, because our in- 
dustrial and shipbuilding power can- 
not be compared to that of America. 

“ Wihen it comes to national aspira- 
tioris and general security I believe it 
best for the country concerned to de- 
cide what those national aspirations 
are and what security is needed to 
safeguard them. 

He Makes It Emphatic. 

‘Let me emphasize again that in 
order to safeguard the interests of the 
Japanese empire 70 per cent is neces- 
sary. If this ratio is accorded to 
Japan it does not mean the purpose of 
the conference is defeated, because the 
main purpose of the meeting is limita- 
tion of ‘armaments.

No Intent to Use Force. 


That is the idea in the mind of Presti- 
Gent Harding also in connection with 
his plan for the formation of an asso- 
ciation gf nations which would keep 
clear of the use of collective force, the 
fundarnental principle of the league of 
Former Senator Sutherland, 
chairman of the American advisory 
committee, pointed out that such a>.

The proposed association of nations 
would be a voluntary organization and 
every nation meeting in its assemblies 
would be the equal of every other.

More- 
over, through. its supreme council, con- 
sisting of the representatives of five 
nations, the league of nations has set 
up a “supergovernment,” and the na.

Need Not Consult Senate. 


Mr. Sutherland made no comment 
upon the opposition expressed by Sena- 
tor Borah, Idaho, irreconcilable, to the 
association proposal. He indicated, 
however, that an assoication of nations 
&s now proposed may never have to 


- come before the senate for ratification. 


There would be no necessity for the 
negotiation of a treaty to bring about 
guch an association, he said; though 
on the other hand, it might be deemed 
wise to put it into treaty form. But 
as he visualized the probable evolution 
of the association from the Washing.

CHINA MOVES, 
JAPAN BLOCKS, 
AT CONFERENCE 


Sze Seeks Some Kind 


of Definite Action. 


BY PHILIP KINSLEY. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 28.—[Spe- 
cial.]—China’s demand for the imme- 
diate withdrawal of foreign troops 
from her soil and the action of Japan 
in blocking temporarily the agreement 
to take foreign postoffices out of China 


enlivened the session of the committee 
on Pacific and far eastern questions 
today. 

The Chinese minister, Mr. Sze, spoke 
of the presence of troops as a violation 
of China’s sovereignty. He did not re- 


fer to the legation guarde, but to the 
soldiers kept in China without treaty. 
These are chiefly Japanese troops 
thrown along the Manchuria and 
Shantung: railroad zones. There are 
said to be about 5,000 Japanese sol- 
diers there now. In addition there are 
5,000 more soldiers of all nations in 
consular and concession garrisons. 

Verging on Real Issues. 
Japanese police boxes, telegraph, 
wireless stations and railroads were 
touched upon and the Chinese served 
notice that they were going to open 
discussions on the subjects. . 
This brings the committee to the 
threshold of the vexing Shentung and 
the twenty-one demands. As a state 
department official put it, ‘we are now 
coming to grips on specific troubles in 
China.” The Chinese have been held 
back by friendly advisers, but now they 
are going ahead and before the end of 
the week they will know whether they 
are going out, of this conference with 
substantial benefits or merely with fine 
promises. a 
Japan’s attitude in the postoffice 
matter today, while unimportant if it- 
self, indicates how the delegation 
stands. 

An Important —. 

The subcommittee reported that the

THE “MORON” EVIL. 

Enraged citizens and policemen are reported in 
the vicinity of 77th and Throop streets seeking 
for “a clew to the morons who have attempted 
to attack three girls” in that district recently. 
That is jargon. It tells of the situation in 
language designed to offend nobody. In so doing 
it reflects a popular psychological condition in 
which there is danger. 


ably because reporters and editors have learned 
through experience that the public resents use of 
words which designate the most offensive crimes 
in all their naked horror. We believe it part of 
our mission to report crime in the day’s news, 


/as a warning to citizens, and to make our daily 


review of world and local conditions complete. The 
public, we believe, wants the facts, but the tend- 
ency is to soften and shroud the revolting details 
with words which do not in themselves offend the 
reader. It is difficult to say if that is wise. Cer- 
tainly it holds an element of danger. 

By the use of such words for such a purpose we 
either soften the impression of the offense or 
wrongfully give to the milder words a sinister 
meaning which does not belong to them. The first 
alternative is the more likely result. Familiarity 
breeds contempt. It also breeds indifference. By 
the frequent use of the word “moron” we come 


‘to accept the type of man meant as an unpleasant, 


possibly criminal, but certainly irresponsible in- 
dividual. Therein lies the danger. 

In reporting such an affair we should refer 
bluntly, boldly, and perhaps shockingly to “the 
criminal who attempts to rape three girls.” In- 
stead of being sponded and revolted by the lan- 
guage we should be offended and revolted by the 
criminal and his crime. Then when we caught 
him we would treat im as the crimina] which he 
is instead of the half wit which sentimentalists 
will try to make us believe him to be. By con- 
stantly calling such criminals “morons” and dis- 
guising the real nature of their crimes under the 
broad and commonplace word’“ attack” we build 
up an entirely wrong psychology. It is spread by 
citizens and policemen who refer to him in ac- 
counts to reporters as a “moron.” It builds up a 
strong sentimental defense for him when captured. 

He is a criminal of the worst order. He must 
be referred to as such, sought as such, tried as 
such, and punished as such, if his criminal activi- 
ties and thbdse of others like him are to be 
checked. This can be done by refusing to dis- 
guise facts. No doubt newspapers are among the 


worst offenders in this development of erroneous 


psychology. They can only plead that they do not

he is, and treat him as such instead of as a ward

PROTECTING THE MAILS. 


Gov. Blaine of Wisconsin has asked Postmaster 
Genefal Hays to take the marine guards off the 
trains in that state and has served Secretary of 


the Navy Denby with a requisition to produce in 


court a marine who shot a man stealing a ride on 
a train. The marine thought the man was a mail 
robber. 

The marines were put on the mail trafns because 
outlawry was making the security of the mails 
a joke. Mail robbers were holding up trains and 
were ‘looting the mails in the terminals of large 
cities. They were running off with hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. The marines were put on 
the mail cars with orders to shoot. They were in- 
structed that they had to fight no matter if the 
robbers got the jump on them. 

The man shot by the marine in Wisconsin was 
doing an illegal thing in boarding the train. The 
marine thought he was trying to commit a criminal] 
act, the very act against which*he was on guard. 
He is answerable to the authority which gave him 
his orders. The navy department may have to 
adjust the case with the civil authorities and recon- 
cile civil and military justice, but Mr. Hays cannot 
be influenced by parochial protests against the 
method used to safeguard the mails.

N engineer tcld me this experience:

For years she had 
complained of pains in her legs. 
He knew they were not growing pains. 
His medical education had gone far 
enough to kill any thought of that old 
humbug which he might have had. He is 
an up to date man, having a good stock 
of general information as well as being 
trained and read in his profession. 


be .complained of, he had his family doc- 
tor try his hand. Ordinary methods hav- 
ing failed, the dentist was consulted. He 
did what was needed in a minor way, but 
saw nothing much wrong with the mouth. 

No improvement resulted. The throat 
and nose man next made an investigation 
of tonsils, adenoids, and general nose 
conditions. He reported that he could 
find nothing wrong. Search was made 
for some focus of infection in chest and 
abdomen. 

Shoes were changed on the thipry that 
the trouble might be with the feet. In 
the meanwhile the leg pains continued 
severe enough to interfere considerably 
with the child’s play, and somewhat with 
her school. 

The father, being of a mechanical turn, 
could not get away from the thought that 
the trouble lay with the mechanics of the 
feet.: Finally he took her to a foot spe- 
cialist, a chiropodist who was of a me- 
chanical turn. This man looked at the 
bones with an X-ray, made a cast, and 
finally fashicned-an arch support. When 
this arch support was slipped into the 
shoe the leg pains disappeared at once 
and they have not returned up to the 
time the story was told me. 
The child was eager to play, took long 
walks, and did not complain of leg pains. 
If I understood him, there had never been 
agiy foot pains or soreness. 
There is a lesson in this case which is 
worth the space the story took. Children 
do not often complain of foot pains. Of 
course, adults do. A foot condition may 


/cause leg pains without foot pains in a 


child. An adult would probably have 
complained more of the foot than of the 
leg. 

Conditions fn the foot not infrequently 
cause pains in the legs. 

Leg pains in children do not mean 
growing pains. 

When searching for the cause of lez 
pains the feet as well as the tonsils and 
teeth need to be considered. As a rule, 
however, the wearing of arch supports is 
not advised, at least not as a permanent 
procedure, Let it be used as a measure 
for temporary relief, but let some other 
plan of permanent cure be decided on. 


@Arch supports weaken the ligaments, 


tendons, ‘and muscles in giving the sup- 
pone from which relief results.

A CONSTRUCTIVE PROGRAM FOR 
THE MIDDLE WEST. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 23.—As a con- 
gressman, representing a Middle West 
district, I was very much interested in 
your recent leading editorial @n middle 
west development, You say that you 


put up new ones at the head of your 
editorial page. Among the things re- 
quired for the development of the middle 
west you name the improvement of wa- 
terways from Chicago to the ‘Qtlantic 
ocean, via the Great Lakes and the St. 
Lawrence, and down to the gulf, via 
the Mississippi, and up that river to 
Minneapolis. You also demand more 
equitable freight rates and easier access 
to markets, reforestation, the develop- 
ment of highways, and more adequate 
postal ilities. After setting these 
forth, you say, “ Let our agents in con- 
gress remember that, and get these 
things for us.” 


I think you have set forth a list of 
things to be desired for the middle west, 

but you have not exhausted them in your 
enumeration. You speak of the achieve- 

ments of the agrarian bloc, as “ intang- 
ible and ‘largely theoretical.”” Among 
these achievements you credit this bloc 
with securing $1,000,000,000 for farmers’ 
credits, with voting to increase farm loan 
bank bonds interest to 5% per cent, stock 
yards control, curbing grain exchanges, 
and enacting an emergency tariff. And 
these are the things which you call “ in- 
tangible and largely theoretical.” 

May I suggest to you that these things 
were not enacted by any bloc. They 
were enacted by an almost unanimous 
congress. .There has been no opposition, 
that I have been aware of, against this 
or any other remedial legislation for 
the farmers. I know that some men 
have claimed these as their special 
achievements, bat they are not entitled 
to do so. 

In the House of Representatives, of 
which I am a member, so far as I know 


there has been no agrarian bloc in exist- 


ence. The other day when the question 
was on the fixing of the surtaxes, there 
was a semblance of such an organiza- 
tion, but it was largely a combination 
between midwest Republicans and south- 
ern Democrats, and when they achieved 
the victory over the President’s proposed 
compromise of 40 per cent instead of 50 
per ‘cent it was the southern Democrats, 
led by men from Texas, who did most of 
the cheering. In this instance, all that 
they did was to impose an almost pro- 
hibitive tax on capital, a tax that in my 
opinion will drive capital either to tax 
exempt bonds or to demand higher in- 
terest rates. Just what benefit it will 


‘be to the midwest, which is still borrow- 


ing- money to carry on its business, to 
make capital scarcer and interest higher 
I was not able to make out, and so I did 
not vote for it.

POPCORN THAT POPS OVER 
SPUTTERING FIRE. 


If your popcorn failed to pop Thanks- 
giving it was probably due to the way 
it was cured and stored—the kernels 
have an excess of moisture or are too 
dry. Popcorn frequently becomes too 
dry to pop well, especially after it gets 
old, or is kept in a room where it is 
hot and dry. Its popping qualities are 
easily restored by soaking the ears or 
shelled corn in water for a few min- 
utes. Sometituies moistening or sprin- 
kling with water will be sufficient. 

The popping qualities of corn de- 
pend largely ugjon the condition it is 
in at the time it is harvested. If you 
are fortunate enough to have a few 
rows in the garden do not neglect gath- 
ering and storing the corn before it tg 
damaged by rain and snow. Popcorn 
is easily injured by snow packing on 
the outside of the husks. The snow 


| melts slowly, the water soaks into the 


husks and through to the kernels. 

On the other hand, it is never advig- 
able to pick the ears too early. Allow 
them to remain on the stalk until the 
husks are white and dry and the blades 
have lost their green color and their 
sappy condition. 

In husking do not pile the ears on 


| the ground to get dirty and moist. Use 
a sack or basket. 


Spread the ears out 
in a well ventilated room where they 
will dry and cure readily. Popeorn 
often molds where it is piled in large 
heaps or put in sacks before it is dry. 
The kernels pop best if the ears are 
stored where the air can circulate 
around them freely. Swing a string 
of the ears to a rafter in the attic high 


enough that rats and mice cannot 
Good storing racks may 


reach them.

If the corn is properly cured it is 
easily popped over a sputtering fire.
